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BRAKE FAILS; CARS 
CRASH AT CROSSING 


Many Persons Injured in Collision 
of Crowded Trolleys. 


Panic Follows Accident at One Hun- 
dred and Sixteenth Street and Mad- 
ison Avenue—Motorman’s Nar- 
row Escape. 


Two carloads of passengers were thrown 
into a panic, and a score of them were cut 
and bruised, in a collision between two 
trolley cars at One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street and Madison Avenue yesterday after- 
noon. A defective brake is said to be Te- 
sponsible for the accident. Both cars were 
wrecked and traffic was blocked on the 
Madison. Avenue and One Hundred and 
Sixteenth cross-town lines for almost an 
hour. A rumor spread in the neighborhood 
that several persons had been killed. The 
excitement was augmented by the arrival 


| of two ambulances from Harlem Hospital. 


James Mangan, the motorman of Car No. 
1,231 of the One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street cross-town line was placed under ar- 
rest on a technical charge of recklessness. 
The injured are:

All were painfully but not 
bruised about the head and body, 
having their injuries dressed by Drs. Griel 
and Slevin of Harlem Hospital were sent 
home. Emil Sherbert, who was the motor- 
man of Madison Avenue Car No. 1,376,which 
was run into by the cross-town car, was 
probably the most seriously hurt, as it is 
believed he is suffering from internal in- 
juries. Several other persons who disap- 
peared before the arrival of the police and 
whose names could not be obtained were 
cut and bruised. 

The collision occurred about 1:30 o'clock, 
when the cars were crowded. Car No. 1,231, 
in charge of Motorman Mangan, was of the 
elpsed type, bound west on One Hundred 
and Sixteenth Street, carrying about forty 
passengers, while Sherbert’s car was of the 
combination pattern, bound south in Madi- 
son Avenue, and reat y 2 about fifty pas- 
sengefs, the majority of them being women 
and children. On reaching the north side 
crossing of One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street Sherbert, as required by the rules of 
the company, brought his car to a full stop 
and then started up again. 

As he turned the controller he saw Man- 
gans car approaching from the east at 
a good speed, but knowing that he had 
the right of way, and expecting Mangan 
to apply the brakes, continued. When al- 
most midway between the two crossings 
Sherbert saw Mangan working frantically 
at the brake, and then realized that a col- 
lision was inevitable, as the crosstown car 
Was coming on with increasing instead of 
decreasing speed. 

Sherbert jammed the controller of his 
car around to full speed and the car made 
au jump forward that threw the, passengers 
in a heap. It was useless;“HOwever, for 
an instant later the crosstown car crashed 
into the closed portion of the Madison Ave- 
nue car, crushing it like pasteboard and 
shattering the glass in thousands of pieces. 
Mangan had stuck to his brake until he 
saw nothing more could be done, and then 
threw himself backward into the body of 
the car just in time to save himself from 
being crushed as the platform went to 
pieces and the fender and brass railing 
were jammed tight against the body of 
the car. Mingled with the crash of glass 
was the cries of the women and children, 
who were in the closed portion of the car 
making frantic efforts to escape. 

The force of the collision derailed the 
Madison Avenue car and swung it com- 
pletely around, so that it rested parallel 
with the One Hundred and Sixteenth Street 
tracks. 

A wrecking crew were soon at work jack- 
ing the cars back on the track, but it was 
close to an hour before the excitement 
quieted and regular traffic was resumed. 
Mangan asserts that he made every pos- 
sible effort to stop the car, but that the 
brake failed to work at the critical 
moment.

SUIT AGAINST GEN. ALGER. 


Ex-Secretary of War Charged with 
Fraud in Connection with Ten- 
nessee Land Case. 
WINCHESTER, Tenn., Aug. 31.—The 
noted lawsuit between ex-Secretary of War 
R. A. Alger and the heirs of John F. An- 
derson, deceased, involving some 15,000 
acres of land in the mountains of Middle 
Tennessee has been reopened by the filing 
of a bill in the Chancery Court at Win- 
chester by Messrs. Williams & Lancaster 
and Brown & Spurlock of Chattanoega in 
behalf of the heirs of John F. Anderson, 
alleging fraud on the part of Gen. Alger 
while the case was before the courts pre- 

vious to its apparent settlement in 1900. 

The bill alleges that while the lands were 
in controversy Gen, Alger asked that the 
heirs be compelled to take back the land 
and repay all expenses incurred by Gen. 
Alger in purchase, taxes, interest, &c., 
which suit Gen. Alger won. He (Gen. 
Alger) sold the lands to Gov.’ Bliss of 
Michigan for a consideration of about 
$90,000, but by fraud and persuasion pre- 
vented Gov. Bliss from registering the deed 
given ta him. 

The bill claims that Gen. Alger was not 
entitled to a recovery. The bill exonerates 
Gov. Bliss of all blame in the matter. The 
amount involved is $200,000. 


MEXICAN RAILWAY CONCESSION. 


The Mexican Central Acquires That for 


Line Between Durango and Gutierrez. 
Special to The New York Times. 

DURANGO, Mexico, Aug. 31.—The Mexi- 
ean Central Railway Company has ac- 
quired the concession which was granted to 
a syndicate of Mexican capitalists several 
months ago for the building of a railroad 
between the City of Durango and Gutier- 
rez, a distance of about 200 miles. 

The proposed road will connect with the 
main line of the Mexican Central at Gu- 


tierrez. It is announced that the construc- 
tion of the new branch line will begin as 
soon as the survey can be completed and 
approved by the Government. 

he Mexican Central has applied to the 
Government of the States of Zacatecas and 
Durango for a subsidy of $2,500 for each 
kilometer constructed.

IMPROVEMENTS AWAITING 
PRINCETON STUDENTS. 


Electric Lights and Steam Heat in the 
Dormitories and Recitation Build- 
ing—Large Gift Expected. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Aug. 31.—The au- 
thorities of Old Nassau are preparing to 
give their 1,500 students a cordial recep- 
tion upon their return to the university life. 
Nearly 300 workmen and skilled laborers 
are employed in beautifying the campus, 
and in making extensive improvements in 
the buildings, the big feature of which is 
the introduction of electric light and steam 
heat in the dormitories and _ recitation 
buildings. 

An electric light and steam heating plant 
of 2,000 horse power being erected on 
a plot of ground that adjoins the new 
gymnasium. The wires are to be laid in 
vitrified conduits, and there will be no 
overhead wires anywhere on the campus. 
A metal and concrete tunnel six feet in 
height and five feet in width has been 
made through the middle campus from 
Old North to the Brokaw Building, through 
which the steam mains are to be carried. 
From it sub-mains are to be connected 
with the buildings. Bathrooms, including 
shower baths, have been placed in the 
dormitories. The lighting and heating plant 
will not be finished until the present aca- 
demic year is well on. 

The long-looked-for entrance to Alexan- 
der Hall from Nassau Street has been ef- 
fected. The house occupied formerly by 
Treasurer Osborne has been removed, and 
an opening about fifty feet in width has 
been made at that part of the front campus, 
which leads directly to the big hall where 
the inaugural ceremonies of the new Pres- 
ident, Woodrow Wilson, are to be conduct- 
ed on Oct. 25. The President's house, Pros- 
pect, being renovated, and it will be 
ready for President Wilson and his fam- 
ily at the opening of the university on 
Sept. 17. 

The new gymnasium is under course ,of 
construction, and .the contractors expect 
to have it finished in time for the stu- 
dents to work in when the season opens 
next Spring. The new Stafford-Little dor- 
mitory to be completed on Oct. 1. A 
number of old trees in the quadrangle at 
the rear of Old North have been removed, 
and rows of young elms have been planted 
to inclose the historic cannon. 

It is said that the class of ’79 will at 
the opening of the university present a 
large sum of money to the university, 
which will be expended in building a 


handsome dormitory. Although no official 
announcement has been made several 


Princeton tnen have said that they are 
sure the money is forthcoming.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 31.—The first 
casting to be made at the new plant of 
the Allis-Chalmers machinery combination 
was run off this afternoon in the presence 
of a big party of officials of the company

Th= metal was run off into miniature 
anvils for paper weights, the first of which 
was given to Chief Engineer Edwin Rey- 
nolds, who is in charge of all of the com- 
bine’s plants. 

The plant was begun shortly after the 
engine builders formed their combination, 
and is now being completed at a cost of 
about $3,000,000. A city has grown up 
around the new plant, where other manu- 
facturing industries are locating.

ANOTHER DIGASTER IN 
MARTINIQUE FEARED 


Dust Falls and Loud Reports 
Heard North of the Island. 


NO DIRECT NEWS OBTAINABLE 


Efforts to Communicate with 
Martinique Fail — Detona- 
tions Audible Two Hun- 
dred Miles North of 
Mont Pelee. 


POINTE-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe, Aug. 31. 
—This entire port has been covered with a 
cloud of fine dust since 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and the populace panic-stricken. 
Fine ashes are falling continually in a 
Slight drizzle. 

Semi-darkness is over the sea, and the 
ships in the harbor seem to be enveloped in 
a cloud of smoke. 

Advices from Besse Terre (Guadeloupe) 
assert that since daybreak to-day the entire 
island has been covered with a cloud of 
dust coming from the southeast, the direc- 
tion of Martinique. 

The population of Basse Terre is greatly 
alarmed,

ROSEAU, Dominica, B. W. I., Aug. 31.— 
A thick mist enveloped Roseau and its 
neighborhood yesterday and heavy dust 
fell. The mist .was mistaken, as it ap- 
proached, for a rainstorm. 

The dust is still falling, although lightly, 
but during last night the quantity of dust 
which fell here was greater than upon any 
other occasion since the first eruption of 
Mont Pelée. 

At nightfall yesterday a dark, cone- 
shaped cloud, emitting electric flashes, rose 
in the south, but it was gradually obscured 
by the mist caused by the falling ashes. 
Rumbling noises and a few detonations 
were heard during last night. The people 
here are quiet. 

No news has yet reached here from 
Martinique. 2 


BASSE TERRE, St. Kitt’s, B. W. I., Aug. 
31.—A series of loud reports were heard 
here last night from 7 until 9 o’clock. 

ST. JOHN,. Antigua, B. W. I., Aug. 31.— 
Many very loud detonations were heard 
here from 9 o'clock last night until mid- 
night, 


The extent of the volcanic outbreak 
which has supposedly occurred in Martin- 
ique may be judged from the fact that the 
Island of St. Kitt’s is just 200 miles north of 
Mont Pelée, . 

All the islands from ~which.the foregoing 
dispatches have been received are north of 
Martinique, The nearest to that island is 
Dominica. North of Dominica is Guade- 
loupe, and still further north are St. Kitt’s 
and Antigua, 

According to some of the scientists who 
have written on the recent volcanic out- 
break in the West Indies, another period of 
activity was to be expected at about this 
time. 

Efforts made to communicate by cable 
direct with Martinique have proved unsuc- 
cessful. Telegraphic communication with 
that island from New York is still inter- 
rupted. 

A severe eruption of Mont Pelée occurred 
at noon on Aug. 21. The report of the erup- 
tion was taken to Castries, St. Lucia, by of- 
ficers of the French steamship Dahome. 
The eruption was followed by total dark- 
ness five miles away from the volcano. 

A dispatch received from St. Thomas, D. 
W. IL, on Aug. 26, said that between 10 
o'clock in the morning and 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon of Aug. 25 clouds of dust were 
seen in the direction of Mont Pelée from 
the Island of Dominica, Detonations were 
heard, and there were light showers of vol- 
canic dust on the island. 

The following message was received from 
Dominica last Tuesday: ‘* Since 2 P. M. to- 
day (Tuesday) prolonged rumbling noises in 
quick succession have been heard from the 
southward. There is every indication that 
Mont Pelée is in violent eruption.”’ 

A dispatch from Paris, dated Aug. 
said.the latest dispatches received at the 


Ministry of the Colonies from Fort de 
France, Martinique, were dated Monday, 
Aug. 25. They made no mention of the re- 
ported eruptions of Mont Petée. 


WILD RACE OF TRAINS 
DOWN A MOUNTAIN SIDE. 


Engineer of a Montana Passenger Train 
Sped Down a Long Decline to Avoid 
Collision with Runaway Cars.

HELENA, Montana, Aug, 31.—One of the 
‘most spectacular races known in Western 
railroading occurred near Evaro this morn- 
ing. No damage resulted because the 
Northern Pacific North Coast Limited was 
able, after an almost superhuman effor 
on the part of the engineer, to distance 
its pursuers after a chase of several miles 

down a mountainside. 

The freight train, which consisted of 
fifty-five cars, had gone on the siding 
at Arelle to allow the limited to pass. 
They started out in opposite directions, 


but the freight train had scarcely got on 
to the main line before it broke in two. 
Happening to glance back the engineer 
of the. limited noted this, and, resolving 
that it was to be a life and death race, 
threw open the throttle and started for 
Evaro, where the grade changes, 

He veritably flew past that station, close- 
ly followed hy the wild freight trein. Start- 
ing up the grade, the freight finally lost its 
speed and was placed under contro] by the 
conductor and two brakemen, who had re- 
mained with their charge through the try-

SIX THOUSAND SOLDIERS

Workmen of Forty Callings Have 
Joined the Strike—The City Seems 


as Though in a State of Siege. 

FLORENCE, Aug. 31.—The employes of 
forty different callings have joined the 
strike, which began on Friday. 

It is estimated that 40,000 men are idle. 
The municipal newspapers have ceased to 
appear as a result of the strike. 

The town appears to be in a state of siege. 
Troops have been recalled from the ma- 
noeuvres and from camps, and every square 
in the city is occupied by a company of 
soldiers. Strong infantry and cavalry pa- 
‘rols, with fixed lances and bayonets, are 
parading the streets of Florence and its 
suburbs. Six thousand troops, in addition 
to a number of policemen and carbineers, 
have been concentrated in the city, Plenty 
of other soldiers are available should order 
be disturbed 

The Summer exodus has left the town 
partly empty, and a number of other per- 
sons have gone away, fearing possible dis- 
orders. The Government, which, according 
to its democratic programme, allowed the 
strikers complete liberty as long as order 
was maintained, has assumed a most ener- 
getic attitude since the strikers forced 
other workmen to remain idle and com- 
mitted acts of vandalism, such as the cut- 
ting of gas pipes and attempts at in- 
cendiarism.

Important changes in laws that were en- 
acted at the last session of the Legis- 
lature will go into effect to-day, and with 
them radical alterations in the methods of 
court procedure. One will be of interest 
to business men, it having been designed 
for the protection 
honest and insolvent merchants in a man- 
ner in which they have never been safe- 
guarded before. 

It prohibits any person engaged in busi- 
ness from selling his stock in bulk, or in 
any other way disposing of his business, 
without giving five days’ notice to those 
to whom he owes money. The act was the 
outcome of long and strenuous efforts by 


some of the largest wholesale houses of 


the State, and it is believed that its effect 


will be almost revolutionary in many lines 
of trade in which the large dealers have 
been victimized by unscrupulous. store- 
keepers and agents. The law is desig- 
nated as Chapter 528. 

Widespread attention has been drawn 
already to another important law, in its 
bearings on society in regard to divorces, 
under which no decree of divorce can be- 
come effective until three months after 
the decision. 

Another act applies to employers’ re- 
sponsibility for injuries received by their 
workers. Under it they may be held re- 
sponsible for acts committed by co-em- 
ployes, for which they were not liable for- 
merly. 

Sweeping changes take effect to-day in 
the minor courts of the city. Justices of 
the Municipal Courts have hitherto sat in 
turn in the courts. Hereafter each must 
sit in the court in his district. Lawyers 
have expressed differing opinions as to the 
popularity of this measure, for many 
parties in petty cases, preferring to have 
their causes tried before a Justice other 
than the one sitting at a certain time, 
have found it easier to wait for another 
Justice to come into the district than to 
take their suits out of the district. All 
admit, however, that the change will have 
greut advantages in certain directions. 

The General Term of the City Court has 
been abolished. All appeals from Special 
Term or jury verdicts in that court must 
be taken hereafter to the Appellate Term 
of the Supreme Court. 

The powers and perquisites of the City 
Marshal have been curtailed. Any person 
more than eighteen years of age may now 
serve the legal papers in municipal suits 
in place of that functionary.

Assistant Foreman F.. Kenehan has been 
transferred from the fire boat Zophar Mills 
to the post at the headquarters building 
formerly held by Smith. The duties here, 
the acting Chief says, require no special 
ability, and he has put in an assistant fore- 
man so as to leaye a foreman free for a 
more important post. Foreman Kelly, at 
his own request, in order to be nearer his 
home, has been transferred from Hook 
and Ladder 16, to Engine 75, replacing 
there Foreman Beekler, recently retired. 
Also at his own request, to be nearer home, 
Assistant Foreman John F. Finnell has 
been changed from Hook and Ladder 22 
to Hook and Ladder 16.

Mrs. La Roche left her chat- 
elaine bag in her room while going out 
for a walk. When she returned her jewelry 
was stolen and no part of it has yet been 
recovered.

The facilities of the various transporta- 
lines were taxed to carry all those 
who wished to escape the city streets and 
seek comfort on the beaches, in the parks, 
or in the country. Bathing pavilion pro-

Commissioners, They directed the Chief to 
enforce the laws against saloons and ho- 
tels and the Chief decided that if the law 
was to be enforced strictly in one direc- 


tion it must be in all lines, and the crusade

NO CARS FOR LUMBERMEN. 


Lumber and Shingle Industry of Wash- 
ington State Almost Paralyzed Be- 
cause of Inability to Ship. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, Aug. 31.—The 
lumber and shingle industry of this State 
is almost paralyzed from car’ shortage. 
Present orders for lumber and shingles are 
very heavy, but product must be delivered 
immediately before the building season in 
the Eastern States is stopped by Winter. 
Mills are receiving very few cars. The 
railroads admit they cannot begin to sup- 
ply lumbermen while the wheat crop is 
being moved. 

Assistant General Superintendent Law of 
the Northern Pacific yesterday ordered 
tarpaulins for 400 gondola coal cars, which 
will be used for carrying wheat, releasing 
that many box cars for lumber and shin- 
gles. The Burlington Railroad has prom- 


ised to pour over to the Northern Pacific 
200 flat and box cars for the use of lum- 
bermen. Superintendent Law says that 
railroads strain everv point the year round 
to help lumbermen, but that the moving 
of the wheat crop is imperative during the 
next three months. Under present condi- 
tions lumbermen claim their daily loss, in- 
cluding cancellation of orders, will reach 
$15,000. Their aggregate loss during Sep- 
tember and October is _ estimated at 
$1,000,000. 


Woman Drank Acid and Died. 

Miss Emma Malone, twenty-five years of 
age, of 329%, West Fifteenth Street, was 
placed under arrest last night on a charge 
of attempting to end her life by taking car- 
bolic acid. She died in the New Yerk Hos- 
pital just befcre midnight. Her parents 
said she took the acid accidentally. She 
was entertaining friends early in the even- 
ing and it’ was said that she went into the 
kitchen to take some medicine for a cold.

Apparently the German-Amer- 
icans over here, with all their newspa- 
pers and home correspondence and visits 
to the Old World, have not been able to 
keep Germany posted on the movements 
and achievements going on. A shrewd 
guess may be hazarded that this is not 
due to lack of good-will or intelligence 
among Germans on this side, but to a 
lack of receptivity among Germans at 
home. In other words, the people of the 
old home have not been willing to hear, 
have not wished to learn, but, like the 
fabled ostrich, have preferred to bury 
their heads in the sand when danger 
was announced. Herr GOLDBERGER is 
waking them from their dream. 

One point is not flattering to our pride, 
since he labors to show that it is not 
due to our natural resources alone that 
we are powerful, but to our enterprise, 
courage, and industriousness also. These 
we took to be virtues understood, not 
qualities that required pointing out; but 
now comes Herr GOLDBERGER, the giftie 
to gle us to see oursels as ithers see us— 
and apparently, over in Germany, they 
have been regarding us as dwellers in a 
Schlaraffeniand, where roast pig runs 
around with the carving knife in its 
hack and potted pigeon flies into one’s 
mouth. 

He speaks of this country as one in 
which men of affairs are not hampered 
by a “narrowing bureaucracy”; but he 
also draws attention to the question 
whether the recent huge aggregations of 
capital have had time to prove their per- 
manent quality; whether, to put ét direct- 
ly, the death of any one among a certain 
number of multimillionaires would not 
throw commerce and finances in gen- 
eral into confusion. But since he follows 
this with a tribute to the fairness and 
commercial honor of American business 
men and to their ‘“ nerves of steel ’’—in 
Germany the American business man is 
popularly supposed to be a confirmed 
dyspeptic—perhaps his fear of a panic 
over the death of one of our Captains 
of Industry is without good grounds, 

One comfort he does give the home pro- 
ducers, namely, for many lines of manu- 
facture the demand in America is so 
much greater than the supply that for 
years to come there will be no export to, 
Europe. Doubtless reports like his reach 
a much wider circle of readers in Ger- 
many than reports by German Consuls 
Stationed in the United States. The 
latter are not communicated to the press, 
and only special members of the com- 
mercial class receive copies of them. 
Herr GOLDBERGER's description of the 
“ golden mountains" in American trade, 
agriculture, and finance will do much 
to encourage the already large invest- 
ment of German money in this country, 
and may also stimulate once more the 
languid current of German immigration. 





INSURANCE RISKS AT THE ST. LOUIS 
FAIR. 


The organizers of the World’s Fair in 
St. Louis find themselves confronted with 
a difficulty of their own making, and 
which promises to operate powerfully 
against the success of the undertaking. 
If it should do so what the management 
will have learned in the school of ex- 
perience will represent a very costly but 
eminently useful education. To insure 
the buildings and their contents, the 
rate which the companies will probably 
find it necessary to charge to protect 
themselves will be so high that large 
numbers of intending exhibitors will be 
likely to question whether the advantages 
of placing their costly exhibits at risk 
will be great enough to warrant either 
taking the chances of fire or paying what 
protection will cost. The insurance com- 
panies owe it to themselves and to their 
policy holders to stand firm in their re- 
fusal to be saddled with an unnecessary 
risk which usual rates of premium would 
not warrant them in assuming. Even the 
Missouri companies can no more afford 
to sacrifice the interests for which they 
are Trustees from considerations of local 
pride and patriotism than the St. Louis 
banks could afford to loan their capital 


tion. The specific dssues of the present

The success of the exposition is to so 
great an extent Gependent upon the co- 
operation of the insurance companies of 
the world, and their refusal fo take what 
they know are extra-hazardous risks will 
so heavily handicap the enterprise that 
the policy of the management may prop- 
erly be characterized as midsummer 
The least loss which could oc- 
cur, should fire break out, is certain to 
be ruinous to the companies, and their re- 
fusal to make good the errors of the 
management by deliberate self-sacrifice 
would be approved by all right-minded 
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trails in place of highways remain safe and 
happy.

So far The Journal of the American 
Medical Association tells its nformant’s 
tale without comment, but of his ‘next 
statement—that when the Kentucky farm- 
er, FILSON by name, had hatched the chick- 
ens, he at once and therefore recovered—it 
only goes so far as to say: ‘‘ This is an 
allowable post-hoc conjuncture.”’ The phrase 
is slightly enigmatic, but, however inter- 
preted, it leaves the story intact so far as 
relates to the success of the Kentucky 
farmer in the réle of the human incubator, 
and we join our learned contemporary in 
cordial congratulations to Mrs. FILSON on 
her ‘“‘ingenious utilization of adversity.” 
Possibly The Journal would not have 
spoken so coldly of:the conjuncture if the 
latter had not suggested a method of treat- 
ing fevers unrecognized by—and unprofit- 
able to—the doctors. We all know what 
professional jealousy is, and how prompt 
it is to find fault with the discoveries of 
the laity—not meaning hens by “ laity,”

Ninth District Voters Warned 
Against the ex-Chief. 























The Clergyman Cautioned Against 
Preaching Politics, but He Declared 
it Time to Speak Against 
an “ Outrage.” 
















The members of the congregation of the 
Church of, the Holy Apostles, at Ninth Ave- 
nue and Twenty-eighth Street, expected to 
listen to an’interesting sermon yesterday 
morning, because it had been announced 
that the rector, the Rev. R. L. Paddock, 
would preach on the moral aspects of the 
Devery-Goodwin-Sheehan fight in the Ninth 
Assembly District, The sermon, however, 
was of a general character, and the refer- 
ences to the political dontest were remote. 
In fact the sermon was of a preparatory 
nature, as the clergyman announced that 
he would discourse at the evening service 
the existing state of affairs in the district, 

At the morning service the rector said 
that reformers are misunderstood general- 
ly, and accused of false motives and sensa- 
tionalism. He had occasion to learn that, 
he said, in the,course of his work on the 
east side, many people having accused him 
of a desire to seek notoriety, when the fact 
was that he was really forced to take the 
measures he did because conditions ex- 
isting there tended to nullify. his work 
along educational and religious lines. 

As an example of the dangers that con- 
front reformers, he told of an interview 
he had with a public official. He told 
him that he intended to make him enforce 
the law in accordance with the oath taken. 
He said in response the official had 
threatened that, if he did, means would 
be found to blacken his (the clergyman’s) 
reputation. 

Referring to politics he said: 

“TIT have hesitated to speak of affairs in 
this district both because I am too young 
and because I am a new-comer in the dis- 
trict. I also wish to have it clearly under- 
stood that this pulpit does not stand for 
anything approaching politics, except in 
most extraordinary circumstances. I have 
been warned that I would lose my influ- 
ence if I should attempt to preach upon 
politics. But no one else has spoken, and 
it is necessary that some one should speak 
out.”’ 

At the evening service Mr. Paddock said: 

“TI want to-night to say a few words, 
and I hope they will be strong ones, in ref- 
erence to a crisis which is, or seems to me 
to be, a disgrace to our district, our city, 
our State, and our Nation. It showS @ 
tendency that is present not only in this 
district, but throughout the country. It 
presents responsibilities that must be met, 
or there danger that the customs of 
those that have gone before us may be 
swept away. Money and a certain vulgar§ 
brutal wit and push may carry ordinaril_ 
sane people off their feet—may lead ther 
to do that which would be a shame to them 
to do that which would cause their chil 
dren to lose their pride in their fathers. ’ 

“What is it for whith this—I hesitate tc} 
use the term from the pylpit, but the pool 
ple use it—this Deveryism stands? It has, 
come in the past three or four years i 
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stand for all that is vicious, all that is cor-] 
rupt, all that is degrading in civil life, es-} 
pecially in the case of a public servant, 
sworn to administer and honestly enforce 
the law of which he was elected or appoint- 
ed the keeper. Not only all that is inef- 
ficient, ignorant, wasteful of the public 
funds, but positive and criminal bribery, 
blood money, the encouragement of anar- 
chy, the promotion of vice and destitution, 
a danger to your home and to mine, and 
ruin absolute and complete, if allowed to 


control and to rule, 

“A bad man can do an immense amount 
of harm by simply doing bad things. A 
bad man, with bad motives, doing what 
seems to be good, is the most pernicious 
and degrading influence that I know of, 
If a bad man has the wit, by circuitous 
methods, to degrade the political standards 
of your family; if they fail to realize that 
they are receiving his favors when he 
offers what in the days of Rome were 
called ‘Bread and the Circus’; it is time 
to call a halt. It is time not only to begin

THEODORE F. SEWARD DEAD. 


Musical- Composer and Founder of 
Brotherhood of Christian Unity 
and Don’t Worry Club. 
Theodore Frelinghuysen Seward, musi- 
cal composer and President of the Brother- 
hood of Christian Unity, died on Saturday 
at the residence of his daughter, Mrs. 
Thomas J. Bolles, 14 New England Ter- 
race, Orange, N. J. He was sixty-seven 

years old, 

Mr. Seward, in addition to founding the 
Brotherhood of Christian Unity, originated 
the Don’t Worry Clubs and the Golden 
Rule Brotherhood. He began life as a mu- 
teacher. Some of his compilations were 
very successful, the sale of one book, 
called *‘ The Temple Choir,’ going beyond 
100,000 copies. He introduced the tonic sol- 
fa system of teaching music and was for 
many years editor various musical pe- 
riodicals published in New York City. But 
he regarded as his distinctive 
and interesting musical work was record- 
ing and thus preserving many of the re- 
ligious melodies of the Southern slaves, 
known as “ spirituals,’’ ‘slave songs,”’ 
which “Swing Low, Sweet Chariot ”’ 


“Turn Back, Pharaoh's Army” are 
types. 

This work was done in 
the famous Fisk Jubilee 
raised several hundred thousand 
by their concerts in America and 
for their University at Nashville, Tenn. 
He at that time made the acauaint- 
ance of Gladstone, the late Duke of Argyll, 
Lord Shaftesbury, Miss Muloch, and other 
eminent English people, whose sympathies 
were strongly drawn to this company of 
ex-slaves who were singing the pathetic 
songs of their days of bondage for the ed- 
ucation and ele vation .of their race.

The venerable Hungarian was Gen. H. 
Figyelmesy, who was on the staff of 
Kossuth, the leader of the Hungarian revo- 
Jution of 1848, and who served with dis- 
tinction in the Italian revolution of 1859, 
and in the Federal Army during the United 
States givil war. He is a resident of Phila- 
delphia, and came over to New York for 
the purpose of meeting the delegates from 
his native land, entirely unbeknown to 
the yisitors or the local Reception Com- 
mittee. He was physically unable to make 
the trip with the party to Grant’s Tomb, 
and waited in the, office of the Hotel 
Raleigh, 663 Broadway, where he was 
stopping, until their return. 

It was an impressive scene when Josef 
Zseni, the bearer of the gift from the Hun- 
garian people to their countrymen in Amer- 
ica, and his two companions, D. S. Papp 
and Joseph Szebenyei, accompanied by a 
score of prominent’ New York Hungarian- 
Americans, met the aged soldier. Mr. 
Zseni was the first greet him. He 
grasped his hand warmly, and kissed him 
on the cheek. He told the General of his 
affection for him as a noted patriot of his 
and then introduced him to 
iis Companions, each of whom greeted the 
@ged Man in a similar manner. 
Figyelmesy expressed in his native 
tongue the exceeding pleasure the meeting 
afforded him, but Was interrupted as the

Gen. Figyelmesy joined 
them, and to make up for the noise his 
feeble voice would not permit him to 
make he clapped his hands with energy. 

Gen. Figyelmesy was one of the most 
prominent men in the revolution in Hun- 

ary in 1848. He was Gen. Kossuth's aide- 

e-camp, and after the defeat of their 
forces and the flight of the unsuccessful, it 
was he who made several perilous but suc- 
cessful visits to the country under various 
‘disguises. Then he went to Italy, and 
being impressed with the principles of 
Garibaldi, joined him in his fight for tin- 
dependence. Then he came to Americg, and 
enlisted in the Union Army at the out- 
break of the civil war. After the war 
he returned to Switzerland to be with 
Kossuth during his severe illness, and, he 
said yesterday, held the head of the far 
mous soldier when his life passed away in 
1894. In 1899 he returned to America, and 
has been living since in Philadelphia. 

Josef Zseni, D. S. Papp, and Joseph 
Szebenyei, the delegates who brought the 
| Hungarian flag to the Hungarian-Amer- 
icans, who contributed te the fund for the 
| statue to the memory of the beloved poet, 
Vorosmarty, were well entertained yester- 
day. Shortly after 2 o'clock carriages took 
them from the Hoffman House, through 
Central Park, to Grant’s Tomb, where they 

laced a wreath from their countrymen. 

n the party were sixteen carriages, each 
containing three or four persons. 

The brief speech” of Mr. Zseni was in- 
terrupted by Morris Cukor, Secretary of 
the Reception Committee. For Mr. Zseni, 
Mr. Cukor said: 

“We have brought this wreath and 
placed it in this tomb as a_token of the 
respect and grateful friendship felt by 
the Hungarian people toward America for 
many acts of friendship. I wish it to be 
distinctly understood that there is ab- 
solutely nothing political connected with 
this mission. It is purely sentimental, and 
by the wreath placed here and the one to 
be placed on ‘the tomb of George Wash- 
ington, it is the desire to draw closer the 
ties between the two peoples.’’ 

Mr. Cukor, on behalf of the Hungarian- 
Americans of New York, added: 

*‘In this place, which we all consider 
sacred, I want to assure you that we under- 
stand this mission in the proper\ spirit, 
and that, while we have a tender feeling 
-for Hungary as our native land, We are 
and ever shall remain good and stanch 
citizens of this Republic.” 


WREATH ON GRANT'S TOMB. 


The wreath placed in the tomb consisted 
of evergreens, tied with white ribbons, on 
the long streamers of which were the Hun- 
garian and American coats of arms, the 
national colors of the two countries, and 
this legend: “‘ To the glory of Gen. Ulysses 
S. Grant, Sept. 1, 1902, from the Hungarian 


people.” 
After the ceremonies at the tomb the 


party were driven to the Hotel Raleigh, 
where they met Gen. Figyelmesy. Last 
night the three visitors were entertained 


at dinner at 197 East Fourth Street, in 
the Hungarian quarter, by the officers of 
the Bridgeport National Federation, a Hun- 
garian association, 

"The controversy between the Slovak 
and Magyar elements was not conspicu- 
ously manifested yesterday. The members 
of the former denied positively that Dr. 
Arpad G. Gerster had refused to act as 
President of the Reception Committee for 
\the visitors, as stated by Anthony S. Am-

Secretary Morris Cukor 
rec'ived-a letter yesterday from Dr. Ger- 
ster, who was at Racquette Lake, N. Y., 
in Which, according to Mr. Cukor, Dr. 
Gerster said that he would be in the city 
this morning to be in attendance at the 
exercises and banquei in his official capac- 
ity as President of the committee. 

Mr. Cukor said: “The Slavs hold an 
attitude toward Hungary peculiarly like 
that of the Irish toward England. No mat- 
ter what England does, we kngw what 
the Irish would say and do. It is the same 
with the Slave. Mr. Zseni has denied posi- 
tively that the mission has any political 
Significance, and we feel the same. We 
cannot help what the Slavs have to say 
about it.”

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The claim that only the Slovaks are op- 
posed to the Hungarian flag celebration is 
false. The Hungarian Republican Club,

ganizations in this city, has declined to 
take part in the celebration which is so 
manifestly hostile to American institutions. 
Nor has any other Hungarian organization 
of importance accepted the invitation to 
take part. 

It is significant, too, that not only Dr. 
Arpad Gerster, the leading Magyar Amer- 
ican citizen of New York, has resigned as 
President of the Reception Committee, but 
that Consul General Dessewffy, who isof the 
oldest Magyar stock, has also withdrawn. 
‘The significance of the Consul General's 
withdrawal is that it savors of a “tip” 
from Washington. It is notorious that the 
Hungarian Government is actually, al- 
though not ostensibly, behind this entire 
flag business in order to gain for Hungary, 
the dollars that.are earned by Hungarians 
in the United States. The following trans- 
lation of part of a prayer which takes up 
the entire first page of the Népszava, the 
official organ of the Flag Reception Com- 
mittee, shows plainly which way the wind 
blows: 

“We are new-born. America’s Hun- 
garians agg born anew. Henceforth, bear- 
ing aloft their mother's gift, the national 
banner, they will forge ahead with unfal- 
tering steps. And if now and then the 
snake of discord ever dares raise its head 


that banner will recall to our mind our 
mother’s visit together with what we owe 
her. 

“We American Hungarians, indeed, en- 
ter into a new covenant on this day of 
our new birth. A covenant that here, in 
this foreign land, we shall serve the in- 
terests of that native land by so much 
more faithfully, as it has need of every 
one of its children.’ 

The fact that Consul General Dessewffy 
has ceased to be active in connection with 
the flag ceremonies and no longer openly 
contributes funds as heretofore, is proof 
that the Government at Washington has 
heard this prayer. 

Dr. J. M. Slabey of 311 East Sixth Street 
is one of those who regard the bringing 
over of the flag as an affront to America. 

“Under ordinary circumstances, he 
said, ‘‘we would regard the flag with re- 
spect; but when it comes to us with ‘a 
covenant that here in this foreign land we 
shall serve the interests of the native 
land,’ inviting us practically to be traitors 
to the ‘Stars and Stripes,’ we ought to 
reject it with scorn.”’

HOSPITAL WARD INVADED. 


Three Hundred Italians Who Went to 
See Wounded Compatriots Driven 
from Bellevue by Police. 

Three hundred or more Italians crowded 
into Wards 7 and 9 of Bellevue Hospital 
yesterday and in their zeal to condole with 
two of their compatriots who were stabbed 
on Friday night, and raised such a din and 

clatter that the police were called in. 

The two who lay ill were Rosa Meila 
and Frank Feressi of 442 East: Thirteenth 
both of whom received wounds in 
the stomach during a general scuffle. Yes- 
terday was general visiting day at the 
hospital, and bright and early the Italians, 
300 strong, swarmed up the steps and into 
the wards. These contained thirty other 
patients, and when the army of guests ar- 
rived, the thirty started up in alarm. 

Nothing daunted the Italians cast them- 
selves on chairs, cots, and floor, and en- 
tered into a wild discussion of the fight 
which had laid low their two friends. So 
frantic did they become in their denuncia- 
tion of the man who did the stabbing, so 
fulsome in their expression of sympathy, 
and so utterly regardless of the commands 
of the nurses, that Policemen Burke and 
Smith were sent for. They gallantly 


charged the crowd and finally hustled the 
disturbers out. As they scrambled into 
the yard, the Italians shouted back a prom- 
ise that they would all be back next visit- 
ing day.

While Brady was struggling with the 
crowd a boy rushed into the East One Hun- 
dred and Fourth Street Station and told 
Sergt. McCullough that ‘a cop was being 
murdered on First Avenue.’’ The Sergeant 
at once ordered out the reserves.
